The
Committee to whom it was referred, have
reported favorably on the matter by Bill,
which has bLeen read the first time in the
House. Bills have ulso been introduced to
ropeal the “Homestead Bill,” and to increase
the amount of property esempt from sale
and levy.

The Hon. J.J. Evans has been chosen as
the one who is to wear the mantle of ourla-
mented Calhoun, T have nothing to say on
